STILL MORE BLOODSHED. 


Tompstonge, A. T.. March 27.—Yes- 
terday Capt. Charles Young arrived 
from Swisshelm’s and reported a fight 


between five Apaches and himself and 
Frank Leslie, alias Buckskin Frank, on 
Sunday last. Leslie was surprised half 
a mile from camp, but after a runying 
fight succeeded in reaching the house. 
The Indians then laid siege to the house 
and kept up a steady fire from behind 
rocks all the afternoon. The Indians 
set fire to the country in order to burn 
them out. Not succeeding they at- 
tempted to shell them out. Young is 
positive that several were killed, but. 
following their usual custom, the In- 
dians either buried their killed or car- 
ried thém away. The next morning the 
Sixth Cavalry arrived, just twelve hours 
after the fight, although notified on the 
previous day of the route of the Indians. 
On the way Young heard a number of 
shots in Sulphur Spring valley, and 
thinks the ranchers were attacked. The 
Indians also raided an adjoining ranch 
belonging to Frank 8S. Emmal. Fortu- 
nately he left that morning for this 
place, where he nowis. The country 
for miles has been burnt, and fifty head 
of cattle run off. Two Mexicans and a 
negro have been arrested at Tucson and 
brought to this place for the killing of 
Mahlson near. Benson last week. The 
negro made a confession implicating 
others, but at present no further evi- 
dence can be obtained.

“The City of Refuge for Mur- 
dering Indians.” 


A Loud ¢all for Summary Action by the 
People of Arizona Against that 
Indian Keservation, 


Tucson,.A. T., March 27.—The Indi- 
an situation is growing serious. Silver 
advices say that a party which arrived 
there from San Carlos reports that the 
young bucks on the San Carlos reserva- 
tion were very restless last week, and 
showed every evidence of an early out- 
break. They talked of the victory of 
the big chief in Mexico, and said he 
would soon be at San Carlos. Couriers, 
he states, liave been constantly passing 
between the reservation and Juh’s band 
in Sonora, carrying communications and 
information. The band raiding South- 
eastern Arizona is drawing near the res- 
ervation, and is increasing in number 
daily. As far as heard from, twenty- 
one people have been murdered and 
buried in seven days. Advicés from So- 
nora put the depredating band down 
there at not less than one hundred and 
fifty, who are being driven to the Arizo- 
na border by Mexican -troops. If the 
Mexican troops pursue them across the 
border they will hkely be forced into 
Richmond basin, where the renegades 
now are and receiving reinforcements. 
The press of Southern Arizona is bitter 
in denouncement of a policy fostering 
annual outbreaks, It isa unit on the 
immediate removal or total extermina- 
tion of the San Carlos reservation. 


The Star will say, editorially, 
in the morning: “This is not 
the first bloody page in  Ari- 


zona’s history, this is ndt the first 
time our people have petitioned, prayed 
and appealed to the government for 
protection, all without avail. We have 
asked for bread it has given us a stone; 
we have asked for meat; it has given us 
a serpent. When we have asked for 
protection from the murderous herds it 
has set up a city of refuge in our midst, 
in which it feeds, fattens and protects 
from harm their savage friends; a city 
of refuge where the marauding mur- 
derers in the field are recruited, strength- 
ened and supplied with arms, ammuni- 
tion, clothing and rations; yes, more, 
they are enlisted in military training 
schools, taught the arts of war and the 
use of the missiles of death. Thus 
fattened, equipped and instructed, they 
go forth from the reservation, join 
bands with their bloodthirsty allies in 
the field and defy that same government — 
which fed them, laughing to scorn the 
soldiery, who they know will not molest 
them. Only a few months has - 
elapsed since the San Carlos emeute, 
but not more than a_ hundred 
and fifty bucks have left the 
reservation and driven into Sonora, Of 
their number one hundred and three 
scalps have paid for in Chihuahua, 
nearly a hundred persons have been 
killed in Sonora. Now from datest 
accounts there are not less than one

defenseless citizens. No less than 
twenty-five are making a bloody trail in 
Arizona.

They were not born and reared 
in the field in a single. year—from 
whence did they receive their suppiies, 
their arms, ammunition, of which they 
have an ample supply. There is but 
one answer. From the San Carlos reser- 
vation, their city of refuge. Week by 
week the band in Sonora has been sup- 
plied and strengthened from the San 
Carlos hive. Month by month the Gov- 
ernment has been warned that it was 
protecting and giving comfort to a den 
of cut-throats, who were murdering the 
defenseless citizens of a sister republic, 
but it has turned a deaf ear to all this. 
We are advised that the Indians on the 
reservation are all peaceful and express 
good will to our people. But in the 
face of this our citizens are falling be- 
fore the scalping knife of the murder- 
ous fiend.

CHAE IN THE WOOL TARIFF. 


Among wool men particular inquiry 
has been made as to the exact changes 
effected by the new law in the wool 
tariff, whigh_ have not been clearly set 
forth in anyetelegraphic abstract of 
the bill that we have seen. The mail 
brings an exact statement of the 
changes, which will be of direct in- 
terest to many Californian readers. 

Under the old law, the rate on No. 1 
raw wool, valued at the last poit 
whence exported at 32 cents or less 


_ per pound, was 10 cents per pound 


and 11 per cent. ad ralorem; valued 
over 32 cents, 12 cents per pound and 
10 per cent; on No. 2 wool, valued*at 
32 cents or less, 10 cents per pound 
and 10 per cent.; on No. 3, valued at 
12 cents or less, 3 cents per pound, 
and valucd over 12 cents, 6 cents per 
pound. Under the new law, on 
No. 1 wool, valued as _ above 
at 30 cents or less per pound, the 
duty is 10 cents per pound; 
if valued se 30 cents, 12 cents 
per pound; No. 2, valued at 30 cents, 
or less, 10 cents per pound; if over 30 
cents, 12 cents per pound; No. 3, val- 
ued at 12 cents, or less, 2} cents per 
pound; if over 12 cents, 5-cents per 
pound. Washed wool is subject to 
twice and scoured wool to three times 
the above duty. The reduction, it will 
be*seen, is small, consisting of the 
abolition of the ad valorem duty; and 
this is partially, and indeed it may be 
wholly, offset by the reduction of the 
value of the standards. The wool 
growers, therefore, have no reason to 
feel hurt.

THE DEGENERATE HAWAIIANS. 


The volume of “Foreign Relations” 
for 1882, just published, contains an 
interesting letter to Secretary Freling- 
huysen from General James M. Comly, 
then United States Minister to the Ha- 
waiian Islands. He discusses the 
future of the islands,' a question 
be, considers of great importance 
to the United States in view of the 
rapid decadence of the native popula- 
tion. We quote from the telegraphed 
abstract of his letter: 

Mr. Comly shows that out of a po;- 
ulation of 45,000 natives of aboriginal 
descent, there are over 700 condewned 
lepers at the lepers’ settlement on sol- 
okai, and itis estimated that there are 
between 3,000 and 5,000 concealed lepers 
on the islands. The ablest physicians 
there declare that four-fifths of the 
natives are infected. The Minister 
says that the robust race of the ancient 
Kanaka has shriveled and dwindled to 
this melancholy handful, some of whom 
are still of noble physique, and all of 
whom are of amiable character, bat too 
many of whom are crippled by rheuma- 


tism, paralysis, or leprosy. They are 
crippled alike in person, in morals aud 
in fortufie—in mind, body and estate, 


There is no mercantile or manufactur- 
ing business in the kingdom that is 
owned and managed by a native of the fu.1 
blood. It appears from Mr. Comly’s let- 
ter that not only are the commoners of 
the race disappearing at the rate of 1% 
per cent a year, but the chiefs are far- 
ing still worse, The Constitution re- 
quires that the Sovereign shall be of 
native or highchief' blood. Of all the 
royal family and collateral branches 
there is’ but one fair little girl, half 
white, the daughter of Princess Like- 
like, to represent the second generation. 
Minister Comly says the Queen Dow- 
ager Ewma is childless, Queen Kapio- 
lani has no children, Princess Luka 
(Ruth), sister of the late Kamehameha, 
has no heir of her body to her name or 
large estate, and Mrs. Panak Bishop, 
daughter of the old Chief Paki, has 
never had a child and has once 
refused a nomination to the suc- 
cession unless the genealogical tables 
of the kingdom shall be reformed and 
enlarged. There is no other tamily left 
eligible to the throne, and the natives 
do not recognize the Kalakaua family to 
be of high blood. ‘This distinction is 
made fuily apparent when any of the 
present royal family are brought in con- 
tact publicly with Queen Emma, or 
Minister Comly says 
that the question of the replenishment 
of the vital forces of Hawaii demands 
the consideration of the United States, 
and it will require watchfulness to 
prevent the islands from drifting into 
Asiatic possession, or becoming a Brit- 
ish protectorate through the introduc- 
tion of Eastern coolies. 


These are startling facts, from ahigh 
and perfectly respatible source, and 
merit serious attention on the part of 
the Government of this country, if we 
would save the Hawaiian race from 
ultimate exiinction and their country 
trom falling under the domination of 
a foreign power—a thing that the 
United States cannot afford. Of the 
entire correctness of the serious state- 
ments officially made by General Com- 
ly touching the deplorable condition 
of the native people of the Hawaiian 
Islands, we have not a doubt; and the 
soundness of the deductions which he 
makes from the facts presented, cannot, 
we think, be successfully disputed. 
During his incumbency of the minis- 
terial office in that country he was a 
close student of the condition of the 
people, and as he is a sagacious ob- 
server and a sound reasoner, great 
weight should be given to his matured 
and expressed views. We presume 
the matters discussed in his letter to 
the Secretary of State will be followed 
up and reported upon by General 
Comly’s successor, the Hon. R. M. 
Daggett, who is a Pacific Coast man, 
and a journalist also. 


UNHEALTHFUL CITIES. 

The mortality in Madrid during the 
year 1882 was greater than in almost any 
other large city. It was 44 to every 
1000 of population. In London it was 
but 21 per 1000. The City of Mexico 
is another unhealthy city. As we re- 
collect the figures of the annual mortal- 
ity, which were reproduced if? the 
TimEs eight or ten months ago from 
Consul-General Strother’s report, they 
show an annual death rate even greater 
than that of Madrid. The cause is at- 
tributed to the lack of proper drainage. 
The sewage of the city is 
emptied into the numerous shallow 
lakes and marshes adjacent, and they 
are thus converted into malaria-breed- 
ing establishments, sending forth their 
poisonous exhalutions to taint the air 
breathed by the population. It isa 
popular notion that the climate of the 
valley of Mexico is one of 
exceptional purity aud healthfulness, 
and properly it is so; but it is not 
proof against the peril caused by bad 
drainage and a shiftless police system 
in the capital city. From these facts 
a hint might be drawn that would 
apply to Los Angeles and her climatic 
and sanitary conditions. 


Wirn the welyome and lite-giving 
and wealth-producing rain full upon 
us’ in California, it would seem to be 
rather a poor time to be talking about 
hard times or the prospect of a finan- 
cial revulsion; yet, viewing the country 
over, the appearance of the financial 
sky shows darkly, and if the indica- 
tions belie not their portent, it will 
soon be time to run up storm signals. 
Bradstreet’s reports 233 failures in the 
United States during a single week, 
being 25 more than the preceding 
week, 93 more than the corresponding 
week last year, and 83 more than the 
same week in 1881. Financial disas- 
ters come in waves of more or less reg- 
ular recurrence, and the cautious 
mariner on the raging main of busi- 
ness always holds himself on the look- 
out for heavy seas, dangerous rocks 
and bad breakers.

FRESH LITERATURE. 


“Sparks from a Geologists Ham, 
mer.” 
Matthew Arnold, in “The Rede Lec- 
ture” delivered at Cambridg® a short 
time since, re-echoes the to him 
mournful prophecy, made by M. Re- 
nan and the London Times, that one 
hundred years hence, historical, critic- 
al and belles-letters studies will have 
failen into utter neglect by all save a 
few eccentric individuals; for the wise, 
the compos mentis sort of men and 
women will be poring over the nutu- 
ral sciences. If the scientists of to- 


day follow in the footsteps of Dr. 
Winchell, and present to tue reading 
—s works of such literary excel- 
ence as the one before us, we shall not 
be surprised if we see the fulfillment 
of that prediction in our day and gen- 
eration. 

Dr.Winchell,who occupies the Chair 
of Geology and Paleontology in the 
University of Michigan, has been well 
Known in the scientific world for more 
than ten years past, and has veen quo- 
ted among the best authornies on the 
subject of Geology and _ pre-historic 
Archeology. Since the issue of bis 
learned and exhaustive work— “ Pread- 
umites,” he has been ranked as one of 
the representatives of the most modern 
school of science. 

This volume, bearing the unique 
title, “Sparks from a Geologist's Ham 
mer,” contains graphic descriptions, 
interesting essays and discussions upoa 
scientific subjects, arranged under the 
heads: Aesthetical, Chronological, Cli- 
matic, Historical and Philusophical. 
These seem to have been gathered by 
the author when he had ‘‘shut up 
shop,” and gone forth with hammer 
and sketch-bvok in hand to investigate 
his environment, having this thought 
of Alexander Von Humboldt upper- 
most in his mind: ‘fhe most impor- 
tant result of thoughtful physical re- 
search is to seize the -pirit of Nature, 
which lies concealed under the cover 
of phenomena.” 

We have been accustomed to regard 
science as dealing only with bare 
facts. Its province has always seemed 
to be entirely within the domain of the 
true; but if the opening chapters on 
“Mont Blane and the Mer de Glace” 
do not altogether dissipate this idea, 
they leave with us the thought that 
there is a place where truth and beau- 
ty, fact and fancy, may blend. The 
descriptions which were called forth 
by the sight of and travel over that 


_ “sovereign mountain” and the sea of ice 


are comp!ete poems in prove. So fully 
imbued is he with the notion that the 


‘spirit in Nature’s Trinity is beauty, 
that he has devoted an entire ahabter 


to “The Beautiful.” He does not at- 
tempt to define it, but asserts the 1m- 
possibility of contemplating it ‘‘ab- 
stracted from the true and the good.” 
Everything ordained to exist discloses 
the beautiful in ever-varying guise. 
There is the beautiful in visible things 
—in nature and humanity—and the 
beautiful which our internal percep- 
tions apprize us of —the beauty of truth 
and moral beauty. These fitting 
thoughts close the theme: 

The world is redundant in beauty. 
Huan life is radiant in beauty and red- 
olent of heaven; and the invisible 
world, whose threshoid only thought can 
cross, and whose fabric is built of the 
eternal truth, is the apocalypse of the 
beautiful to the eye of intellyence.”’ 

Another pleasant surprise to us in 
this work of a scientist is the witti- 
cisms which it contains. The “true 
history of the origin of the Kewahwe- 
naw method and of its application to 
geological surveys,” and the “hammer- 
men” in Kewahwenaw, as given in the 
“Remarkable Mavri Manuscript,”’ is 
extremely amusing. The author as- 
serts it to be the translation of a docu- 
ment dise. vered in a Cave in New Zea- 
land, and sent him by the Governor of 
that country. A more irresistible and 
efiective jeu Vesprit than Gene- 
alogy of Ships” modern iiterature does 
not afford. The discovery of the Oro- 
hippus a few years since by Prof. 
Marsh on the Union Pacific Railroad, 
and the theory arising therefrom, that 
the seven modifications of the horse- 
type were genealogically related to 
—and indeed were evolved from 
it—yields the author some sort 
of a plan, by which he evolves 
a steam engine from a leg. In 
this and the two following chapters, 
“Huxley and Evolution” and “The 


Grounds and Consequences of Evolu- 


tion,” he makes some skillful thrusts 
at that famous doctrine of science 
falsely so-called. He cuils Mr. Huxley 
strictiy to account for basing his argu- 
ments against the “creation theory” 
upon the Miltonic conception of crea- 


tion instead of the biblical one, 
and upon evidences inductively 
demonstrated. Yet Dr. Winchell “hd- 


mits this: \ 


‘In spite of the objections presented 
to the breadth of Prof. Huxley’s claim, 
we are strongly persuaded that the doc- 


’ trine of the derivative descent of ani- 


mal and vegetable forms represents the 
truth. We discover no conflict between 
it and the ‘creation theory.’ ’’ 

The argument which he adduces in 
support of his position upon this ques- 
tion of Variative Derivation of Species, 
is strong, and seemingly convincing. 

He endeavors to show what takes 
place, the evidence being morphologi- 
cal, paleontological, variatioval and 
embryological, gathered the 
highest authorities in science. He 
further considers the physical and 
psychological conditions, the efficient 
causes and the final cause. The last is 
summed up thus: 

‘It is the part of science to catalogue 
phenomena and learn their mode and 
order of occurrence aud the physical 
agencies concerned in their production. 
But there are profounder inquiries pro- 
pounded by reason, and deeper longings 
felt by the soul. After science has ac- 


- complished her last work in her special 


domain, reason draws aside the veil 
which obstructs the vision of science, 
and discovers the Supreme Efficiency 
working in all things, and working out 
the weliare of sentient beings; and the 
soul-arises and adores the God whose 
presence it before had felt, but now 
rationally cognizes.’’ 

If we are inclined to believe that 
the author has admitted too 
much in this one noted scien- 
tific problem of our age, we can- 
not but experience a little gratification 
that he does not take such extreme 
views upon the other, viz: the date at 
which the Glacial Period terminated. 


' He fixes that date at 80,000 years. 


When we consider the tendency which 
existed a few years since among such 
men as Sir Charles Lyell to extend the 
time back to 200,000 years, we are 
led to hope that we may settle finaily 
upon a time somewhere near the old 
6000 years. We believe it was once 
stated by Prof. Andrews in his “The 
North American Lakes considered as 
Chronometers of the Past Glacial 
Period,” that “the total time of all the 
deposits (since the Glacial Period) ap- 
pears to be somewhere between 5300 
and 7500 years.” 

The chapters on “The Grasp of Geo- 
logic Time” and “Mammoths: and 
Mastodons” are both instructive and 
entertaining. The wood-cuts of alpine 
scenery are good.

The study of 
pure literature as found in such writers 
as Spencer, Shakespeare, Wordsworth, 
Burke and others in our good English 
tongue, will prevent the youth trom 
cultivating a taste for impure trash, 
which floods the litcrary market. 

And as to the custom of having in 
our schools the dead languages instead 
of the mother tongue, he says: 


‘In the matter of practical learning, 
aye, and of hberal learning, too, for 
deep and comprehensive eloquence, for 
instruction in statesmanship and in the 
principles of civil order and social well- 
being, Burke alone is worth more than 
all the oratory of Greece and Rome.” * 
And a few of Webster’s speeches, be- 
sides their treasure of noble English—‘a 
manly style fitted to manly ears’—have 
in them more that would come home to 
the business and bosoms of our best 
American intelligence, more that is 
suited to the ends of a well-instructed 
patriotism, than all that we have inher- 
ited from the lips of ancient orators, 
while there is in Shakespeare a richer 
fund of ‘ sweetness and light,’ more and 
better food for the intellectual sonl * * 
than in the collective poetry of the an- 
cient world.”’ 

These, we thjnk, are weighty sug- 
gestions for parents and teachers. This 
essay itself is worth the whole price 
of the book. .

MISS WILLARD, 


The Leader of “the Hosts of Miriam 
and of Deborah 


In a New Crusade for God and Home, and 
aAative Land”’—sketch of a Brave 
and Interesting Woman. 


Miss Frances E. Willard is of New Eng- 
land parentage, her parents being natives 
of Vermont. She is now President of the 
National Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union, having held the position for two 
years past. She is a highly educated lady, 
a graduate of an Eastern college and also 
having studied in Paris and traveled exten- 
sively through Europe. After returning 
to the United States she was president of 
a college and was editor of the Chicago 
Post, having taken charge of that paper 
on the death of her brother, who was its 
editor until his death. Miss Willard and 
her brother’s wife took editorial charge of 
the paper and displayed a high order of 
talent in its conduct. After retiring from 
editorial work she took the field as a_ lec- 
turerzin the temperance catise, and worked 
with Mr. Moody for a time in gospel tem- 
perance work. While engaged with Mr. 
Moody she met Miss Gordon, her efficient 
secretary. Miss Gordon isa native of Mas- 
sachusetts, the daughter of a former treas- 
urer of the American Missionary Board. 
Miss Willard recognized in her the one 
she needed as a co-worker in her temper- 
ance labors. Since that time she has 
been the private secretary, beloved friend 
and constant companion of Miss Willard 
in her labors in behalf of temperance. 
She is askillful organizer, as is shown by 
her great success in enlisting the interest 
of young ladies ia the cause. She is also 
a very interesting speaker and recently ad- 
dressed the young ladies of Cleveland, O., 
by invitation, from one of the pulpits of 
that city with great effect. She is enthu- 
siastic in her devotion to Miss Willard and 
the great Work she is accomplishing. 

After finishing her labors with Mr. Moo- 
dy, Ble returned to her work in the W. C, 
T. U., and in the fall of 1880 was elected 
to the position of President of that organ- 
ization, which oftice she now adorns. In 
this position she has shown most remark- 
able statesmanship and unequaled execu- 
tive ability. To her great ability is due 
the highly prosperous condition of the or- 
ganization which she represents, and 
which has now attained to a position to 
accomplish the greatest possible amount 
of good, and is the largest society ever or- 
ganized and controlled exclusively by 
women, numbering 35,000 mem bers in the 
United States. She has organized for tem- 
perance work thirty-two committees, which 
are planned to represent and care for every 
possible phase of temperance work, and 
under her management are now State aux- 
iliary societies in thirty-five States and 
Territories, all of which are fully equipped 
for labor, and each State has its own sub- 
committees, which report to the national 
society. 

The California W. C. T. U. is: well or- 
ganized, with sogeties in a number of 
different places, among which are San 
Francisco, San Jose, and some fifteen or 
twenty other places, all of which have suc- 
cessful organizations, and are accomplish- 
ing a good work. 

Miss Willard’s object in coming to Cal- 
ifornia is to strengthen the work already 
done and assist in every way in advancing 
christian temperance work. She also 
comes by the unanimons invitation of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
the Good Templars, and is heartily in- 
dorsed by all Protestant Churches. Pre- 
vious to starting on this trip to California 
she made a tour of the Southern States, 
and received a perfect ovation from the 
people of every town and city which she 
visited, and was entertained in the fami- 
lies of such people as Governor Colquitt 
of Georgia, the presidents of colleges, and 
persons of “the Righest social distinction. 
This trip  ineludes Colorado, New 
Mexico, Arizona, California, Oregon, 
Washington Territory, Nevada, Idaho, 
Utah, Wyoming and Montana. As a 
leader and organizer she has dis- 
played an ability not equaled by any 
other leader who has ever been engaged 
in temperance work, and her generalsehip 
has not been excelled by any teacher on 
any moral question. She has conceived 
the necessity of employing adeqnate 
means for overthrowing the drink traftic, 
and of establishing national sobriety; of 
eradicating the fountains of evil which 
are sapping the life of the nation. She 
advocates total abstinence for the individ- 
ual and prohibition for the State. 

Miss Willard is the lady who conceived 
the idea of perpetuating the memory of 
Mrs. President Hayes for the noble stand 
she took in banishing wine from the 
White House, which has endeared her to 
the hearts of every Christian worker in 
the land.

The San Fernando Wheat Outlook. 

A reporter of the Times interviewed Mr. 
Lankershim, of the firm of Lankershim «& 
Van Nuys, the principal wheat growers of 
the San Fernando valley, last evening re- 
garding the prospect for the wheat crop 


in that section.. Mr. Lankershim stated 
that during a recent visit to the valley he 
observed considerable grain over a foot 
high, and that owing to the heavy fogs no 
part of the valley has really suffered for 
rain this year. With the amount of mois- 
ture which has now fallen, the outlook 
for a good crop has never been better, and 
the yield of grain will undoubtedly be as 
great as that of any preceding year. 

On the Laguna ranch, where were sown 
about 12000 acres of grain, much of it 
stands from six inches to over a foot in 
height, healhy and vigorous, and a good 
yield is expected. 

In ocher portions of the county reports 
are to the effect that nearly tvery acre 
sown will make hay at least.

HE RAIN. 


The Gentle Shower Falleth and 
Laveth the Thirsty Land. 


Good Reports from all Over the Vounty, and 
from Other Parts—Fine Showers, 
with a Prospect for More. 


At 8:20 o’clock yesterday morning the 
long looked-for, prayed-for rain, began to 
fall. It came down very gently, scarcely 
more than a mist, but it kept up the per- 
formance ihronghont the entire day, 
every drop of the moisture being absorbed 
by the thirsty earth and languisi.ing veg- 
etation. The barometer continued to fall 
very slowly all dav, an irdication that 
the storm lad come to stay, and at night- 
fall the precipitation became greater, 


and several good showers were indulged 
in. Meantime thetine mist continued to 
fall in considerable quantities, and has 
so continued up to this writing, 3 o’clock 
A.M. The rain is general; though reports 
from different portions of the county 
indicate that the fall was much heavier at 
some points than others, as has been the 
case Withallour rains this season. Santa 
Monica seems to have been most favored, 
and had recorded an inch of rain while 
this city and other places had but little 
more than a quarter of that amount. 
Santa Ana and Anaheim enjoyed the re- 
freshing showers all the afternoon. San 
Gabriel Valley and Pasadena were treated 
about the same time this city was. East of 
us the rain set in later and the track 
of the storm was plainly traced as it 
reached the stations along the railroad. 
L. M. Holt coming in from Riverside, said 
the rain began there about noon. At San 
Diego it was later, and when the observa- 
tions last night were made, which Mr. 
Collins, the Signal. Observer, has kindly 
furnished, 13-100 had fallen, barometer 
30.00, with south wind. Visalia and the 
San Joaquin valley have had a splendid 
rain, and though it had ceased raining 
there at 8 p. mM., the barometer indicated 
29.87, which certainly means more rain. 
The fall at Visalia up to last night was 
1.05. 

This rain puts millions into the pockets 
of California farmers and business men, 
and puts this country in fine shape again. 
Hundreds of tons of hay will now be made 
where two days ago the owners expected 
to even lose their seed, and much that 
would have been cut for hay will now 
make grain.
